2 bells were in the custody of Thos Webbe 
and that the other ornaments had been sold by Mr Forsett. 


(10 May 1553) Church Ornaments: 1 vestment, with albe, amice, stole & fan; 1 bell; 1 
bell. Chap. wd.: John Moreton. In 1553 this chapel was void. [1915] 


(1563) Not mentioned. 
The ancient Chapel at BURSTON (in Aston), built by Ermenilda, wife of King Wulfere 


about 680, was still in use in 1551. ... [it] was still there in 1580, and dedicated 
to Rufinus, who had there died a marytr's death. [HUTCHINSON (1893) 1 and 135]
